Yesterday the 1'cndleton 
Reform bill was debated all day in the

The bill as pissed will go to the House 
on its reassembling. 
A Washington cor- 


respondent 
<• iys that when it is under 


consideration in the House "it will be 
antagonized by those who believe in n 
fixed tenure of office, and examinations 
\\itli t»e view of fitness for the particular 
service required. These provisions arc 
embraced in the Kasson bill, which is 
pending in tiie House as a special order, 
and at the c irlicst opportunity Mr. His>- 
cock, of New York, or some other friend 
oi' the bill on the Republican side, will 
move to have it taken from the Speaker's 
table and considered. 
This motion will 


be antagoiiizi >1 by Mr. Kasson, « ho will 
move to pnxvcd to the consideration of 
his bill, and on this question of consider- 
ation n vote v ill be taken which will test 
the strength of the two measures in the 
House. 
Tlu; indications arc that the 


I>emocratic members who will vote for a 
civil service measure at all will vote for 
the 1'endleton bill, while the Republican 
members max be about equally divided as 
between the I'cndleton bill and the Kas- 
son bill.

The clergy rather resent the idea of 


being taught anything pertaining to their 
duties by the newspapers, in which feel- 
ing they are perhaps reciprocated in a 
measure bynianyjouAialists.

Both 
have failures enough, and tlie best men in 
both are inclined to listen respectfully to 
criticisms dictated by a common desire 
for the public good. 


The church assumes to teach morals 


and to have specially in view the care and 
cure of souls. 
Nobody but atheists de- 


ride its 
functions ; 
but the question 


arises, in listening to an ordinary sermon, 
whether the teachings and admonitions of 
the pulpit are as practical for good as 
they might be. Is there not vastly more 
generalization and less directness than are 
requisite to affect the everyday character 
of the hearers ? Are not denominational 
doctrines invested with more importance 
than common morals, and dwelt upon to 
an extent which dulls the interest of a 
large class who arc anxious to see the 
tone of society advanced from year to 
year, but, who "care little for what appear 
to them as non-essentials. Then again 
thousands of sermons and brief little es- 
says on abstract religious subjects, have 
only :i remote connection at best with the 
everyday duties of life, and haidly awakci 
a ripple of interest or comment among 
the auditors, most of whom could not tel 
ten minutes after what the preacher hac 
been talking about. 
A raphsody on the 


love of David and Jonathan ; a lesson 01 
disobedience and ambition, as illustratcc 
in the fall of Absalom ; the eulogy ot 
Paul because of his firmness, or a scrmoi 
in defense of faith in miracles, are al 
well enough in their way, but have not as 
much to do with Christian living as the 
case demands. If tbe world is to be 
made better by the church, it must be 
done more by acts than by faith in dog- 
mas, and by constant, pl'tin and reiter- 
ated instruction in the everyday duties o 
common life. 


Politics, in its higher and nobler sen^c 


is the science of government and the rela- 
tions that citizens of a common countn 
hold to each other. In a pure state o; 
society like that to 'which Christians as- 
pire in the next world it will play no part 
but here it does, and it beais a close rela- 
tion to religious advancement and pros- 
pel ity.

Stockings play a very important and 


very grateful part in the economy of 
costume, and have, doubtless, played 
more important, though less generous, 
parts in history, romance and crime.

Her mistress was murdered that night, 
and the murderer, who overheard 
the 


maid's remark from his place of conceal- 
ment, was foolish enough some months 
later to repeat the utterance of the girl. 
It led to bis arrest and conviction, and he 
was shortened by a head for it. 
So much 


for examples where stockings have figured, 
indirectly perhaps in history and crime, 
and if any proof were wanting that stock- 
ings were an element in romance too it 
could be found on Christmas eve along- 
side millions of firesides where they 
dangle in plehoric distortion 
after 
the 


flight of .Santa Claus over the rooftops 
and rafters of childhood homes. 
And the 


filling of these stockings—"there's the 
rub." 
It is this duty which leads to the 


gala appearance of the shops and thorough- 
fares during the days and nights, when 
all the world seems out of doors making 
preparations for the celebration and en- 
joyment of the Christmas festival. Last 
Monday the Christian world celebrated the 
most joyous of all its anniversaries, and 
the preparations for its fitting commem- 
oration have surpassed those of any for- 
mer year. 
That it originates from a 


Christian source is, of course, undisputed; 
but it seems that the manner of its ob- 
servance is less in accordance with Chris- 
tian nations and is at least susceptible of 
debate. It has become a season offcast- 


ing, congratulation, gift making and gift 
taking, and of carnivajistic enjoyment 
generally. 


A UKK.vr H»"I:HTI«\ or TAXATION. 


The case argued before the Supreme 


Court of the United States last weels pre- 
sents one of the most important questions 
of taxation ever raised in this country. 
The issue rose in California in a contro- 
versy between the county of St. Mateo 
and the Union Paeific Railroad Company. 
The county sued for taxes claimed to be 
due from the company. 
The company 


refused to pay on the ground that the sys- 
tem of fixation established by the consti- 
tution of California is in violation of the 
fourteenth amendment of the 
federal 


constitution, 
Under ths State constitu- 


tion the property of railroad corporations 
is taxed without making any deduction 
for mortgages, while in the case of the 
property of persons such deduction is al- 
lotted. 
The company claimed that this 


was an unjust discrimination against 
railroad companies and a denial to them 
of the "equal protection of the laws" 
guaranteed by the fourteenth amend- 
ment. 


The Circuit Court'decided in favor of 


the company in an elaborate opinion 
given by Justice Field of the Supreme 


that "no Stnte shall deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal protec- 
tion of the laws" applies to corporations 
as well as persons and to the taxation of 
property as well as the civil rights of 
citizens. lie held that "equal protection 
of the laws" means equality and uniform- 
ity in taxation, and that "the scheme of 
fixation prescribed by the constitution 
of California for the property of railroad 
companies is a fii<>rant departure from 
the rule of equality and uniformity so 
essential to equality in the distribution of 
the burdens of government." 
A con- 


curring opinion \vas rendered by Circuit 
Judge Sawyer. 


The decision of the Supreme Court on 


this question will have the most far reach- 
ing consequences, since the rule laid down 
will apply to all corporations in every 
State of the Union. What the decision is 
likely to be is hard to tell. 
On almost 


every important question under the four- 
teenth amendment that has come before 
the court the judges have divided, and in 
leading cases the division has been al- 
most even. 
Since the earliest decisions 


have been rendered the personnel of the 
court has been greatly changed. The ques- 
tion now raised is a new one, and is pre- 
sented to what is largely a new court. 
That the court will divide on it can hardly 
je doubted. It is also an interesting fact 
in this connection that Justice Field, who 
has already given his opinion on the ques- 
tiyn in the Circuit Court in California, has 
dissented from many of the decisions of 
lie Supreme Court on the meaning of the 
burteenth amendment.—N. Y. Herald. 


EPISCOPAL CHrBCH TEMPERANCE 


SOCIETY. 


The Church Temperance Society of the 


Protestant Episcopal Church, organized 
in 1881, held its first annual meeting in 
New York, inChickering Hall, October 30 
and 31. The annual report, submitted 
by Mr. Robert Graham, organizing secre- 
tary, defines the basis of the society as 
follows: 
. 


"Acknowledging temperance as the law 


of the Gospel, and total abstinance as 
necessary in certain cases and desirable 
in others, the society takes as its basis 
"A union on perfectly equal terms between 
those who use moderately and those who 
abstain entirely from intoxicating liquors 
as beverages.'" 


On tlie subject of Legislation the re- 


port says : 


"As the questions of 'Prohibition' and 


'Constitutional Amendment' are now he- 
ing discussed, and becoming an active 
political force, it is sufficient to say that 
this society is not meant to be political in 
a party, sense ; that the fundamental basis 
of our society recognizing a 'legitmate 
use'as well as the'present abuse,' losic- 
ally our official position must be 'limita- 
tion and 'restriction, rather than'prohibi- 
tion,' but the aim of the society would 
not be reached if it did n»t afford a plat- 
form broad enough to give room for 
harmonious co-operation between men 
whose opinions diverge upon this ques- 
tion." 


If the purpose of this society 
is to 


secure for the Episcopal church the co- 
operation in the temperance work, it is 
all very well. But if the members expect 
to exert any influence upon the amount of 
liquor consumed, or the demoralizing 
results of it, they may as well disband 
before they begin. 


Neither limitation nor restriction will 


be reached by any such temporizing. 
They might as well say to the highway- 
man or the burgler "It is the law of the 
Gospel" that he shall steal only a little, 
and expect him refrain from a "big haul" 
when the opportunity affords. 


Reform is not accomplished that way. 


—Tlie Indian Mirror tells of some

native paper of Ahmedabad published one 
issue on yellow paper. 
Its readers were

the height, or rather the length—for he 
can no longer stand upright—of seven 
feet ten inches. His feet are described 
as about twenty inches long ; but he has 
no use for them, as his feebleness is too 
great for any exercise whatever. He also 
shows symptoms of consumption, and the 
doctors do not suppose that he can live 
ong.

corded case, that he has "outgrown him- 
self," though why he should have done so 
is a mystery which all the doctors of the 
Sorbonne have not yet been able to cxj 
plain.

and terrible disease called leprosy0 has 
>ecn discovered in Salem, Massachusetts, 
n the person of an aged native of the 
place, who appears to have brought the 
disease from the Sand-vich Islands, where 
he was formerly engaged in scientific re- 
searches-. 
This disease is said to have 


occurred also among the Chinese in Cali- 
fornia, and the dread of its introduction 
permanently in America has heretofore 
been one of the principal reasons assigned 
in justification of the violent hostility to 
the free immigration of the Chinese into 
this country. 
It 'will, however, be seen 


by this case in Massachusetts that the dis- 
ease is liable at any time to be introduced 
by our own citizens in consequences of 
the increasing travel and commercial in- 
tercourse with those Pacific countries 
where the pest always prevails. There 
could not now possibly be any more rigid 
exclusion of the Chinese race than that 
now fully; established by law, and yet 
while the Chinese are numerous in many 
parts of the Atlantic States they have no- 
where in these States been affected by 
leprosy, and at the same time the pest has 
been imported from the Sandwich"Islands 
by a New England botanist. 
Wo do not 


see at present what particular quarantine 
regulations can be enforced to guard 
against the spread of this horrible disease, 
which, in Oriental countries require a 
complete isolation of the lepers from all 
association with or vicinity to persons 
free 
from that disease.—Germantotm

How MACAULAY WIIOTE.—There is no 


excellence without labor. 
So readable is 


Macaulay's History of England that it 
almost seems as if the sentances had glid- 
ed from his pen, but Macaulay labored 
long that his history might be as interest- 
ing as a work of fiction. 


As soon as he had got into his head 


any particular episode of his history, In 
would sit down and write off the whole 
history at a headlong pace, sketching in 
the outlines under the general and audac- 
ious impulse of the first conception, and 
securing in black and white each idej 
and epithet and turn of phrase as it flowed 
straight from his busy brain to his busy 
fingers. 


His manuscript, at this stage, to the 


eyes of any one but himself, appeared to 
consist of dashes and flourishes, in wlrich 
a line with a half formed letter at each 
end and another in the middle, did duty 
for a word. 


As soon as Macaulay had finished his 


rough draft he began to fill in at the rate 
of six sides of foolscap every morning, 
written in so large a hand, and with such 
a multitude of erasures, that the whole 
six pages were on average compressed 
into two pages of print. 


This portion he called his "task," and 


he was never quite easy unless he com- 
pleted it daily. 
More he seldom sought 


to accomplish ; for he had learned by 
experience that this was as much as he 
could do at his best; and except at his 
best he never would write at all. 


He never wrote except he was in the 


humor and stopped as soon as his thoughts 
ceased to flow fast. 
He would recast a 


chapter to obtain a more lucid arrange- 
ment, and reconstruct a paragraph for 
the sake of one happy stroke of illustra- 
tion. 
He spent nineteen days over his 


description of the Massacre of Glencoe, 
and then expressed dissatisfaction at the 
result.

Seed Corn, Etc. — The corn crop in 


Bristol Township has not ripened as well 


in some other seasons, consequently

ban the usual time. 
On the last day of 


November there was much corn still 
standing in the held, and none too dry 
even at that. 
The present season it will 


be difficult to select got>d seed corn, but 
the best plan to adopt will be to select 
the ripest and best filled cars with twenty 
or more rows on a ear, if such can be 
found. 
Put the corn intended for seed 


u a dry airy place whore the sun can 
shine on it, but cover it well at night to 
keep the dew and frost from making the 
corn damp. 
Let it dry in the sun and 


wind as long as it can well be done, af- 
terwards nail strips to the joist overhead 
n the kitchen and store it there ; 
the 


eirycr it becomes the more- certain it will 
be to sprout well when planted. 
Over- 


head in the kitchen is the best place to 
keep seeds of every kind, also swcot po- 
tatoes, pumpkins, etc. 
It is a mistake! of 


farmers to lath and plaster the kitchen 
j,>ists, because it is the best place to keep 
the above named products for use or 
seed. 
Modern pride obliterates recollec- 


tions of the good old d:.ys of yore, when 
was heard the humming sound of the 
spinning wheel at work making yarn out 
of woollen rolls, flax and tow, to manu- 
facture linsey-woolsey, the material used 
to make clothes in the olden time; and 
the sight of dried beef and other useful 
articles for the cuisine hanging to the 
joist, and the retrospective glance to 
the days when the good old mother, in 
her grave many years ago, used to mount 
the step ladder and cut off » hunk of 
dried beef to frizz and make milk gravy 
to float the buckwheat cakes for supper. 
Alas' reminiscences of the past should 
over be kept in mind" Let the kitchen 
joist be bare and adorned with plenty of 
hooks and slats to store up beef, sweet 
potatoes, pumpkins and other good things 
needed to have convenient and close at 
hand. 
But alas ! now-a-days pianos aro 


thumped and thundered loud, but the old 
fashioned spinning wheel is heard no 
more. 


Salt for Stock.—Salt is an ussential ele- 


ment of animal life, but when partaken 
of beyond proper limit it is injurious. 
The free use of salt, given cut lit/Hum to 
domestic animals, is a good aperient and 
will make them thrive hotter than if the 
•iiilt he given them irregularly or some- 
times to excess. Refuse salt can be bought 
very low at many places in tlic cities, and 
farmers should have boxes put under 
shelter at convenient places, so that every 


cow, 
horse, sheep, and hog on the prem- 


ises could have access to salt at nil times. 
Tho taste of the animals will naturally di- 
rect them when the system needs salt, 
and the animals will not crave it so much 
as if salt exists in the food, for example, 
salt hay anel crops that have grown on 
land salted for fertilizing purpose. 
If 


animals in a state of nature do not really 
need salt, they will not have any appetite 
for it. 
But domesticated animals need 


salt just the same as, persons, and if hu- 
man beings were shut off from food con- 
taining saline material they could sur- 
vive only a short time, and die a terrible 
death infested with worms and other 
horrible complaints. 
Tho correct rule, 


therefore, for farmers to follow will bo to 
let i-very animal have access to saline 
material at pleasure. 
Instances where 


cattle have eaten too much salt per ne, 
are very rare, but mix the salt with bran 
or other chopper! feed cattle will be lia- 
ble to eat to excess if there is too much 
silt in the mixture. 


The Tobacco Crop.—In the estimation 


of many men of sound, practical judg- 
ment the cultivation of tobacco will not 
increase the consumption of it in this 
country, but rather the contrary will turn 
out to be the fact. 
This don't seem to 


be plausible reasoning. 
The growth of 


the crop, however, upon our farms makes 
a good rotation with other crops, and its 
manufacture 
for use will give employ- 


ment to females and 
weakly persons 


unable to do hard work, and moreover, it 
will keep a large amount of money in our 
country and will have a tendency to re- 
duce the price at which cigars, tobacco 
and snuff-sell so that every man, woman 
and child can afford to take a delicious 
smoke and squirt juice at a trifling ex- 
pense. 
Great Scott! when will this per- 


verted taste of mankind come within 
the reach of reason and and common 
sense.
